I again  stress  the  urgency  of  replacing  the  present  Ambulance 
for  a modern  vehicle  as  soon  as  a suitable  type  is  procurable. 


The  various  Clinics  available  for  consultations  are: — 

(a)  Tuberculosis  (King  Edward  VII.  Welsh  National 

Memorial) . 

(b)  Infant  Welfare — on  alternate  weeks. 

(c)  Orthopaedic — For  Children:  The  County  Council  Scheme. 

For  Adults — The  Merioneth  Voluntary  Orthopaedic 
Association. 

(d)  Anfa-Natal.  (County  Scheme). 


In  latter  years,  and  particularly  during  the  war  years,  a position 
has  arisen  which  calls  for  special  arrangements  to  meet  it. 

I am  referring  to  the  scarcity  of  semi-skilled  nursing  assistance 
in  cases  of  sickness,  old  age  and  childbirth. 

In  addition  to  our  Hospitals  and  Poor  Law  Institutions,  facil- 
ities should  be  available  in  every  district  to  provide  adequate  nurs- 
ing for  the  aged,  the  sick  and  maternity,  not  too  far  distant  from 
their  homes, 
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c.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water:  There  were  no  important  changes  in  the  water  supp'  s 
to  the  various  villages  during  the  year.  Those  recently  construc- 
ted have  been  satisfactory.  The  proposed  supply  for  Ulanuwch- 
llyn  from  Cilgellan  remains  in  abeyance'  as  it  is  considered  that 
the  available  supply  from  those  wells  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
possible  future  increased  demands. 


Drainage , Sewerage  and  Polution:  There  were  no  im  ^rtant 
changes  in  previous  arrangements. 


Shops  and  Offices:  No  action  taken  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


Camping  Sites:  None  registered  in  the  district. 


Smoke  Abatement:  No  action  taken  to  abate  nuisance  from 
smoke,  etc. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools:  There  are  no  public  or  privately 
owned  bathing  places  in  the  district. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs:  No  action  was  taken  for  this  purpose. 

Schools:  There  were  no  important  changes  in  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  Schools  during  the  year,  and  there  were  no  serious 
epidemics  amongst  the  school  children.. 


D._ HOUSING. 


There  is  a definite  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  in  all 
the  parishes. 

A programme  for  the  erection  of  houses  in  the  various  districts 
has  been  decided  upon  as  follows: — 

Sarnau  8;  Elandderfel  12;  Glanrafon  8;  Rhosygwaliau  4 
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It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  put  into  operation  at  an  early  date. 
No  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 


E.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS. 

Milk  Supply':  There  are  283  registered  milk  dealers  in  the 
distrie-1  about  50  of  which  distribute  milk  for  local  consumption, 
the  rest  supplying  in  bulk  to  Milk  Factories. 

Three  are  registered  to  supply  milk  from  an  attested  herd  and 
one  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

Cow  houses  and  dairies  were  regularly  inspected  and  reported 
upon  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.-  Meat  shops  and  bake-houses  were  regu- 
larly inspected.  All  slaughtering  continues  to  be  carried  out  at 
Corwen. 


F.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Full  facilities  were  afforded  for  the  investigation  of  pathological 
conditions  and  samples  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway.
